Chronology 


Oct. 17—The National Labor Relations Board 
issues a complaint accusing the I.L.A., the 
dock union ousted by the A. F. of L., of 
having committed repeated violations of the 
National Labor Relations Act. 

Oct. 18—The new A. F. of L. pier union re- 
ceives help from Washington when the 
N.L.R.B. decides to seek an injunction 
against the I.L.A. to restrain that union 
from exerting pressure to keep workers 
from joining a new group. 

Oct. 20—Federal Judge Weinfeld extends for 
the full 80 days the Taft-Hartley injunction 
against a dock strike by the I.L.A. But he 
reserves decision on broadening the ban to 
include the new A. F. of L. pier union. 
Federal Judge Sugarman grants the N.L.R.B. 
an injunction prohibiting the ILL.A. from 
employing violence and sends to the Eastern 
District the contempt case against Anthony 
Anastasia. 

Oct. 21—The body of Michael Brogan, pier 
labor boss who had supported the new 
A. F. of L. union, is recovered from the 
Hudson River off a pier dominated by an 
ex-convict in the Ryan-controlled I.L.A. 

Oct. 28—The dock union set up by the A. F. 
of L. is included in a court order issued by 
Judge Weinfeld prohibiting a strike on the 
waterfront until Christmas. 


Politics 


Oct. 12—Acting Lt. Gov. Weeks of New York 
refuses Gov. Dewey’s request to resign im- 
mediately as Temporary President of the 
Senate. He says he will let the Senate de- 
cide at the next session if his Sing Sing 
visits to a convicted labor extortionist have 
made him unfit for high office. 

Gov. Lausche of Ohio names Mayor Burke 
of Cleveland, a Democrat, to fill the seat 
of the late Sen. Taft. 


Oct. 13—An “upset” is scored in a Wisconsin 
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election to fill a vacancy in the House of 
Representatives. The voters of this Congres- 
sional District for the first time in their 
history elect a Democrat. The results are 
universally interpreted as a rebuff to Agri- 
culture Secretary Benson and to the Presi- 
dent’s farm policy. 

Oct. 14—The President issues an order that 
will bring the immediate dismissal of any 
federal employee who invokes the Fifth 
Amendment to keep from testifying before 
a congressional committee. 

Oct. 16—Attorney General Brownell rules that 
Sen. McCarthy had not violated the fraud 
provisions of the election laws in his Wis- 
consin campaign for his Senate seat. 

Oct. 21—President Eisenhower announces that 
he does not plan to take part in next year’s 
congressional campaign. He says it is un- 
fitting for a President to engage in local 
political struggles. 

Oct. 283—The White House announces that 
from May 27 to Sept. 30 a total of 1,456 
persons had been dropped from federal 
employment for security reasons. 

Oct. 28—After a visit from the National 
Chairman of the Republican Party, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower says that while he might 
not campaign for any particular Republican 
congressman, he will support all party can- 
didates running under the Eisenhower pro- 
gram. 

Oct. 29—President Eisenhower broadens his 
outlook on the election fights by saying he 
favors every Republican over every Demo- 
crat for every office. 


Production and Prices 


Oct. 29—The Consumers’ Price Index, rising 
for the seventh straight month to another 
record, stood in mid-September exactly one 
per cent above the same date last year. 

Oct. 29—Official Washington sources predict 
that retail food prices in 1954 will stay 
close to this year’s levels. 
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
